Carl Hyde Outlines Activities 
v Of C. of C. During Last Quarter; 
;~ Torrance Prospects Are Bright

The following Is a brief summary 

Of some of the activities of your 
Chamber of Commerce for the past 
quarter, together with mention of a 
few items that are believed to be 
at general interest to the members.

At last things are shaping up to 
the degree that public announce­ 
ment of the plans of the United 
Concrete Pipe and Construction 
Company is possible.

Officials of this concern were 
taken in tow by this bureau the 
Tery early part of this year and, 
while it was our desire, of course. 
to see the plant situated within the 
corporate limits of Torrance, they, 
after having been shown prac­ 
tically every parcel of industrial 
ground available jn the city, chose 
the triangular plat bordered by 
Normandie. East road and El 
Prado. Negotiations then started 
for the acquisition of this property, 
and through the good offices of the 
First National Bank the purchase 
was effected.

The president of the concern re-* 
quested that no publicity be given 
this deal until their plans had been 
perfected and were ready to be 
carried out. An unusual delay was 
occasioned in connection with va­ 
cation proceedings for a street 
running through !he parcel, to­ 
gether with the application before 
the Railroa* Commission for per­ 
mit to const ruct a spur track con-
 WBCtine with the Pacific Electric. 
This extreme delay extending over 
eight months Is Indeed a good ob­ 
ject lesson to concerns interested 
to this section. Had this property 
been situated in Torrance, instead 
of the Shoestrine Strip, their plant 
could have been erected and op­ 
erating months ago.

Of course, so far as the economic 
relationship of the institution to 
the community is concerned, Its 
effect will be substantially the 
wune. A very few weeks will see 
this plant swinging into operation 
and, judging from the executives 
and personnel with whom this bu- 
reau has been in contact, will be a 
BWtatttntial asset to this community. 
Their initial payroll will be about 
«  men. augmented as the business 
develops.

The merchants of Torrance would 
OD well to make the acquaintance 
oT Mr. Jens Smith, superintendent 
Of tbis plant, who is now residing
 t »08 Amapola avenue. A very
 0tendiil man is Mr. Smith and 
his first Impression of Torrance 
will be made largely from the con­ 
tacts which he makes here.

Fire Prevention
It is practically just a year since 

this bureau directed communica­ 
tions to the Inter-Chamber Fire 
Waste Council and the insurance 
department of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States at 
Washington, enrolling Mr. Ben 
Hannebrink, chief of the Torrance 
fire department, as the chairman 
of the, fire, prevention committee 
of this bureau.

Fire prevention, under the aus­ 
pices of the National Fire Waste 
Council, has assumed such propor­ 
tions In the last two or three years 
that it has resulted In the genera­ 
tion of competitive^' contests, in 
which the various communities 
participating nation-wide vie for 
the substantial awards presented 
for the best record attained.

Our local department, both in 
personnel and equipment, Is a 
credit to a city much larger than 
Torrance. You naturally feel a 
sense of safety In the reliance 
which you place in the worthy vol­ 
unteers of this defensive group. 
Whether during your busy business 
hours or your peaceful period of 
slumber, you would quite naturally 
expect these fire-eaters to respond 
promptly to your summons.
